A BLAST YESTERDAY. 


Eicrace Wrigh,.a Well Digger, Fille Two Biascte in | 


® Well Nearly Forty Feet Desp- Ose Biast 
Goes Off and he is Thrown High Lato 
the Air—He WH) IAkely Die. 


Horace Wright, a colored well digger, was 
lown nearly forty feet into the air late yes- 
terday alternoan, by the premature explosion 
of a biast. 

At three o’clock this morning physicians 
were looking for his death every minuto, 

Wright is well known in Atlante and has 
dug a great meny wells. Several days ego he 
began digging a well on Foundry strect and 
yesterday morning when he went to work the 
well wes 

ABOUT THIRTY-FIVE FEET DEEP. 

He worked all day in hard stone, and blast 
after blast was required to lodson the rock, 
Late in the afternoon he drilled two deep 
holes and then charged them with powder. 
He intended to complete the loading 
end then wait until this 
morning te apply the match 
o the fuee, but after he had completed the 


work, and just 2s be was on the eve of leaving

ground before the discharge came. The mon 
peered over the edge of the well, but the thick 
smoke hid’ the bottom from view, and 
they could not see anything. They 
then celled Wright by name several 
times, and receiving noreply were about to 
give him up for dead when they heard a 
groan. A rope was quickly lowered and one o!

The Board of GOounty Commitsstouers 
Makes the License #2,500 in the County, 


The retail liquor license in Fulton county 
isnowtwo thousand five hundred dollars. 
This, however, dees not apply to retail liquor 
dealers in Atlanta. 

Until yeeterday the license in the county 
hes never been over five hundred dollars. 

The incresse was made by the board of 
county commissioners yesterday. The board 
convened in the ordinary’s office at ten o’eclock. 
There were present Colonel L. B. Grant, 
chaizman, and Messrs. Inman, Hunnicnutt, 
Murpby end Moore and Mr. John G. Cooper, 
secretary to the commision. 

Early in the session the board was officially 
notified thet the temperance fpeople had deci- 
ded to test the local option bill in Fulton 
county on the ninth of November, by an elec- 
tion. The board then decided to order’a reg- 
istration of voters for that election, and ap-

Mr. Inman offereda resolution increasing 
the retail liquor license in the county outside 
of the city, to $2,500. Theresolution created 
a discussion, in which each commissioner ex- 

ressed himeelfin favor of the increase, and 
the resolution was adopted. 

In increasing the license the board has pre- 
yented an Atlanta jiquor dealer—should 
high license be substituted for total probibi- 
tion in the city, from moving just outside the 
corporate limits and reopening his saloon. 
There is not at present a single saloon in Ful- 
ton county outside the corporate limits of 
Atlanta, The increase, however, does not 
affect the salcons inside the city, as they pay 
no county license.
